' THE ARMOURED TRAIN 


MAFEKING,

Reuter’s correspondent, in his account of the 
fight at Mefcking, gives some. interesting de- 
tails of the work of the acmoured train, The 
correspondent say: The scene inside it was 
perhaps unique in the angals of modern warfare. 
The crew of the leading truck, " Firefly,” con- 
sisted of a detachment of the British South 
Aftica Police and railway volunteers, Captain 
Ashley Williams himself being in command, 
M yne being the driver of the engine, and 
Mr. A. Moffat acting as stoker. The socond 
truck was in charge of Lieutenant More an 
engineer on .the | Bechuanaland * Railway. 
Number Once truck was armed with a Mixim. 
and tscrew mostly with’ Lee-Metfords. Trick

; Number Two, which carried another Maxim. 


‘rejoiced in. the name of “Wasp.” A third 
truck, the: Gun,” carried a Hotchkiss, The 
crew of the trucks numbered barely fifteen in 
cach, , As the trucks steamed post Lord Char- 


ries Bentineh's ‘squadron, they were received 
“with a cheer, some 


dhe. shouting. “They 
can't seoot for nuts; ahead.” About two 
iniles beyond Bentinck’s men the enemy, about’ 
Goo strony, were sighted to the right-front of 
the trucks, and leading ‘truck immediately 
opened fire with the Maxim at 300 yards. The 
enemy repliep with quick-firing guns and their 
pounder Maxim, and ina minute or lwe both 
sides were ruining bullets. Our men manned 
every loapliole, ands they served ‘their guns 
passed more than one amusing and sarcastic 
remark, especially when the enemy retired gra- 
dually, betore them... The train advanced stea- 
dily, and as the Dutchmen now and again dis- 
covered the range and began to drop shells too 
close, it kept _on the move tp’ and drown the 
line, to the discomforture of the Boer gunners. 
Meanwhile the Mauser bullets rattled merrily 
but impotently on the armour, cach new dis-. 
charge or volley being greeted with what but 
fellows call “gun laughter.” 

 Afler the engagement had lasted some time, 
Colone! Baden- Powell decided that the armou- 
ed train should return, and he despatched 
Captain FitzClarence with a squadron, of men 
to cover the retreat. ‘The train then retired to: 
meet EitzClarence, The troopers moved away 
tothe right of the linc. At first his advance 
was not opposed, but afler occupying a Kaffir 
keraal ge enemy attempted to outflank him, 
and ®. heavy ‘and, determined engagement 
ensued, ‘The armoured train at this juncture, 
was quite unable to assist FitzClarence, as the 
enemy were attacking his froni and still trying 
to turn his flank, so that the crew of the train 
were tunable to fire for fear of hitting our own 
men, , ee 
Captain FitzClarence was ‘then ordered to 
sent to the train 
(which formed a sort of'base) to say that being 
hampered with bis wounded he could not 
relurn without reinforcements, Captain Lord 
Charles Bentinck was ordered to take his 
squadron and endeavour to disengage Fitz 


‘Clarence. Meanwhile, our men were behaving 


splendidly, and pressing the Dutch hard, As: 
a result of this, the encmy abandoned their 
osition a litle before midday, thus allowing 
FitzClarence, who: was unquestionably out: 
numbered, to: commence a retreat in good 
order—London and China Express.

BRITAIN, RUSSIA, 


AND GERMANY IN CHINA. ' 
ee oo ; 
A Reuter’s representative has had an inter 
view with a British official who has just return- 
ed from the Far East, having visited, among 
other places, Port Authur,-Ta-lien-wan,—Kiao 
cheo®t and Wei-hai-Wei. He said — 

At Port Arthur there is scarcely a square 
yard of ground on which natives are not at 
work, There is not a merchant in the place, 
there being,,in fact, “no room for commercial 
buildings. There are a few small and insigni- 
ficant stores, but the Russins do not encourage 
trade at Port Arther, ‘They intend to make 
Thlien-wan—forty miles distast on the New- 
chwang side—the commercial port of Port 
Arthur, This place is ‘open all the winter 
and is designated as the commercial terminus 
of the Russian railway, The way the Rus- 
sians are working is remarkable. The chief 
engineer told me that within two years he 
could.provide me with a railway ticket from 
Paris to Port Arthur direct, 1 was also told 
that every facility would be given to merchants 
of all nationalities to settle at Ta-lien-wan, but 
Ahat there was no room and no field for mer- 
chants at Port Arthur, The flower of the 
Russian army, from officers downwards, js 
undoubtedly: in Manchuria: “Regarding Ta- 
lien-wan, the officrals at Port Arthur quite 
recognise that international trade would. be 
impossible thera under the present’ Russian 
restrictions, and I wastold that the whole ques- 
tion was to be reconsidered. As a matter of 
fact, Russian activity at Port Arthur is proving, 
a great stimulus to British trade, as a large’ 
amount of material is being obtained from

But in 
reality, their main purpose was to ascertain the 
possibilities of an alliance between the two 
Oriental Empires, They were, not authorised, 
of course, to conclude an alliance, even if they 
foun: Japan willing to entertain their pro- 
posals. It was simply a_tentative mission, 
and rumour multiplied its proportions by 
even more than the usual co-efficient of 
exaggeration, There was, above all, no truth 
in the statement, industriously circulated, that 
Japan had agreed to be a party to the alliance. 
Japan: certainly Iaid herself open to. some 
suspicion, for she had {ull knowledge that the 
character of the mission was not merely com- 
mercial. and since, despite that knowledge, she 
agreed to receive the Commissioners, and to 
grant them an Imperial audicnce, the public 
was nol, without warrant for supposing that she 
had a mind to endorse their purpose. It would, 
however, be a very egregious error to suppose 
that any alliance of the nature suggested by 
-recent mimours is possible betweén China and: 
Japan. “To afford every reasonable aid to rds 
the develapment of her neighbour's capacities 
ofscif-defence is certainly in Japan's mind, 
but to cofclude any agreement which would 

ledge her to share the vicissitudes nf China's 
fortunes ia a project she does’not entertain for 
a moment. 

We who live in Japan and have many op- 
portunities of ascertaining the views held by 

er publicists about Chinese problem belicve 
that we are ina position to speak with some 
confidence, What we see before everything is 
that the statemen of this country do not credit 
the possibility of the. Middle Kingdom’s 
complete disintegration. Thy think that its 
territorial dimensions may bé reduced, but they 
think also that there must aways remain a solid 
residuum, guaranteed aguinst’ disruption by 
the homogeneity of the race, by its vast 


resources, and by its long history of autonomy, |’ 


Japan understands that it isa matter of life or 
death to her nascent industries to prevent any 
large encroachments upon Chinese dominions 
by Powers whichemploy protective tariffs toclose 
their markets. She does not want the irreducible 
minimum of the Chinese Empire for her com: 
mercial ws-a-vés, Then comes the question, 
To what length is she prepared te yo, and what | 
methods does she think fea ¢, for the con. 

Here also 
there is n notable consensus of opinion amongst 
ker leading politi They think that what 
Chinn needs before 


af self-defence. She already possesses mate- 
rinls for a army ; they require only to be mould. 
edinto shape. Japan is best fitted to under- 
take that task, Apart from her varioug affini- 
ties with her neighbour, she has the important 

walification of having herself- passed through 
the mill of adoption and adaptation. She 
knows the difficulties and can help others to 
surmountthem, But the naval problem cannot 
be so easily solved, Many years and vast 
expenditure would be needed to provide China 


with an efficient navy, ard in the interval her 


coasts lie at the mercy of any enterprising 
enemy. England alone can save the situation. 
England, withont making any considerable 
addition to ber present squadron inthe Far 
East, and with Japan's co-operation, could 
easily protect China against maritime aggres- 
sions pending the constructions of Chinese 
ships and the ‘training of Chinese seamen, 
which latter tasks would be undertaken by the |, 
Queen ofthe Seas.

, CC 
SIR WILLIAM,PENN SY.MONS.. 
A STRIKING PERSONALITY. 


AN EVENTFUL CAREER, : 

While we are elated with the brilliant victor 
‘of the battle of Glencoe, we all must be bowe 

own in sorrow at the newd of the terrible cost, 
Natal, the cock-pit of South Africa, } 
another shocking sacrifice of human.li 
mortality amongat officers is too horrifying to 
contemplate, and the long list of dead and 
wounded must bring. keen sorrow to all, 

First amongst those slain is General Sir 
Penn Symons, the leader of Friday’s fight,a 
‘great and gallant soldicr, and a man.in whom 
we in India have especial interest. The fict 
thatthe dead General is the brother of two well 
known Bombay gentlemen, Mr. J. Lyttlcton 
Symons, and Mr. Hugh Symons, brings the 
calamity close to our door and gives us addi- 
tional cause for sorrow. r 

Up tothe arrival of Sir George White at 


Durban, General Symons was.in supreme con- | 


trol at Natal, and the burden, of responsibi- 
lity tested on his shoulders at a most anxious 
and trying time, when the forces were vastly in- 
adequate and when the Yourig Boer party might 
have precipitated hostilities at any moment. 
The arrival ofthe. troops from India averted 


that dangerand General White had the satisfac: ' 


tion of taking over'a command whiclr was not 
in such a serious condition as that in which his 
predecessor held it. 

General Symons. reverted to second: in 
command, His personality was of a very 
striking kind. Wheh he lead Friday’s brilliant 
infantry charge he was no longer in’ his 
first youth; -adverse chances had long 
retarded bis advancement, and he had only 
attained the grade he held at the late age of 
fifty-seven. Yet, talook at him, he might have 
been taken for not more than forly, He 
exhibited none of the characteristics of the 
veteran nearing the finish of his career, Ithad 
been a varied and eventful career moreover; 
his life was spent amid stirring scenes in all 
climates all over the world. Yet thistrying 
service lelt little outward mivk upon the man, 
Symons might have had. the itt of perennial 
youth, Ca 

He possessed all its physical attributes; a 
trim, light, well-built, active fiyure, about the 
middle-height; a face bright but hard-bitten ; 
eyes keen-and piercing; dark hair and mous- 
tache stilluntouched with grey, A quick decisive 
speech, brisk, alert air, strong self-reliant ways 
showed the masterful 5 General Symons 
had great natural aptitudes for the command 


of men; yet he never obtruded.his authority, he | 


did not'perpetually worry, his horses, his power- 
ful influence over subordinates was exercised 
quietly, unostentatiously ; he lead rather than 
rove, and although his hand was firm, he was 
very Vee and forbearing, ever considerate 
to all’ shortcomings, full always of kindly 
‘encouragement to renewed endeavour, 
sir, William Symons well illustrated the old 
saying that everything comes to him, who 
‘waits, His promotion’ was very tardy; he has 
only lately pulled up long leeway that le‘t him 
so far. behind in the waiting Yace, At the 
commencement of the Zulu war 1878-9 he had 
but just become a ceptain, and was still at the 
bottom of the list when a single day, the 
‘DREAD DAY OF TIE MASSACRE, 
of Isandiwhana, pushed him almost to the top, 
It was his good fortune’ to be on duty else 


where when his comrades fell in heaps under’ 


the Zulu assegais. . So, after spending twelve 
-years as a subaltern, three carried him from 
captain to major, and in six more he was a 
brevet-colone), Yet he had no opportunity 


vouchsafed him in this arduous Zulu campaign; 


at its end he was still a regimental officer, and 
he was awarded no special honours or distinc- 
tions. . 

His merits had, -however, become know to 
his superiors, and comrades predicted great 
things for him if he got an opening. It came 
when he passed under the personal observation 
of Lord Roberts, That fine judge of a nian’s 
character and quality was commanding the 
Madras Army when ‘the South Wales Border 


regiment, in which Somons was a major, form: 


ed part of it. It would have been a mistake to 
call such a good “all-round” officer as Symons 
a spectalist in. any one thing, but he was 
especially strong on the rifle, and how it 
sould-be wielded. Musketry jnstruction: and 
the desire to bring his men to a high standard 
in marksmanship was his pet hobby, and he 
was cordially encouraged in it by Lord Roberts, 
who held exactly the same views, : 
The good shooting which gave us the victory 
on Fri ny and which silenced the Boer guns, 
was due in some measure to the unfortunate 
General who fell mortilly wounded. The im- 
provement began with’ Lord Roberts in Madras, 
and General Symons ‘was his principal agent. 
As Ausistant Adjutant-General for Musketry, 
Symons carried out the excellent system now 
introduced inthe Presidency, and initiated many 
reforms which, beginning in the East have since 
been adopted throughout the British service. 
Lord Roberts after this neve? lost sight of 
Symons, and henceforth his professional ad- 
Vvancement was secure. When the last Burmese 
war was afoot in 1885 Symons went with. the 
expendition, first as a staff officer, then'as com- 
mandant of the mounted infantry. Another of 
his “specialities” was a deep interest in this 
hybrid arm. He had been associated with it 
in South Africa and had recognised its peculiar 
usefulness under particular: conditions and the 
body he raleed in Burma did admirable and 
most effective work, : ; 
Symons's war services were continued in 
Burma and beyond. He was ‘a Brigadier: 
goneral with the Chin field force; he com: 
manded the column from Burma in the Chin 
Lushai expedition; he was,in the Waziristan 
expedition, and quite recently he was actively, 
engaged in‘ the last hard-fought, tedious cam- 
paign

Piccadilly, with its diversified and ever- 
changing crowds, always appeals to,the artistic 
cye, Everything that wealth can obtain and 
that human ingenuity can devise is lavished 
upon the kaleidoscopic and gaily coloured 
masses that find their way to the queen ‘of 
thoroughfares, : 

“Night shows Piccadilly at her best, and bes 
comes her in the same way os’a black silk 
dress. does a splendid fnir womon. The 
constant ‘procession of carriages passing to 
and fro filled with the mighty and the beautiful 
of the land; a passing glance is sometimes 
caught through the window of the closed car- 
riage of priceless gems and pretty faces, and 
there is everything to suggest the most pleasant 
and luxurious side of life. “Towards the Green 
Park we find ourselvesin the thick of Clubland, 
clearly indicated by the plentitude of white 
shirt fronts that flit between the shadows and 
the light. 


It is here-directly opposite some of the’ 


most palatial buildings in London, replete with 
every comfort to assuage the mere trouble of 
living—that poverty, the grim, stalking: shadow
